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Review 

Receipts  of  livestock  were  liberal  to  excessive  during  the 
week  ended  November  22.  All  large  markets  were  glutted 
with  low-grade  cattle  in  little  better  than  feeder  flesh.  Well 
conditioned  yearling  steers  went  above  $13  at  Chicago,  due  to  / 
the  scarcity  of  arrivals  and  long-fed  weighty  steers  were  also 
Dg.  Sharp  down  turn-;  in  fat  lamb  values  were  due  to 
heavy  receipt-:  and  the  weakening  influence  of  the  impending 
Thanksgiving  holiday.  Hog  prices  dropped  with  heavy 
butchers  averaging  250-350  pounds  topping  the  market 
repeatedly. 

Fresh-meat  trade  was  slow,  due  in  part  to  the  holiday  de- 
mand for  poultry. 

Butter  markets  were  firmer  and  higher  during  the  week 
November  17-22.  The  principal  feature  was  the  continued 
scarcity  of  fine  grades.  There  was  greater  interest  in  storage 
butter,  and  withdrawals  were  heavy.  Production  is  still 
decreasing.  The  foreign  situation  was  about  steady  with 
trading  slow.  There  was  no  export  or  import  movement  of 
consequence. 

Cheese  markets  were  steady  to  firm.  Trading  was  active 
at    primary   mark.  .ugh  somewhat   slower  at   distribut- 

ing 'enters.  Distributor--,  however,  were  confident  and  hold- 
ing to  asking  prices.  Lighter  production  lias  cut  down  receipts 
and  to  some  measure  strenc,;  e  feeling. 

Unexpected  advances  of  S5  $10  per  ton  occurred  in  cabbage 
prices  during  the  third  week  of  November,  possibly  resulting 
in  part  at  least  from  the  40%  decrease  in  Bhi]  impared 

with  the  preceding  seven  days'  movement.     The  first  five  ■ 
of  new-crop  cabbage  were  reported  from  south  Texas.     Apple 
markets  continued  generally  firm  for  good  stock,  ..    the  week's 
output   decreased    1,260   cars.     Movement   from    the    Eastern 
States  particularly   showed  a  sharp  drop.

position,   with  actual  advances  in  a  few  markets.      Kxcept  in 
New  York  City,  yellow  onions  tended  upward.

plantings  of  Bermuda  onions  in  southern  California  indicate  300 
acres  less  than  last  season,  but  in  south  Texas  the  area  devoted 
to  this  crop  may  be  increased  700  acres.  Carrots  and  other 
root  crops  were  in  liberal  supply,  with  prices  to  jobbers  consider- 
ably below  last  fall's  level.  Shipments  of  carrots  from  western 
New  York  have  been  50%  heavier  than  to  November,  1023. 
Forecasts  indicate  150,000  bushels  more  in  that  important 
producing  section  than  were  harvested  last  season.  Sweet 
potatoes  continued  to  bring  good  prices,  but  many  other  \< 
tables  declined.  Total  shipments  of  15  fruits  and  vegetables 
during  the  week  decreased  to  16,400  cars,  the  gains  in  move- 
ment of  lettuce  and  citrus  fruits  being  offset  by  losses  for  other 
lines. 

Grain  market  developed  a  slightly  weaker  tone  as  foreign 
demand  became  less  active.  Increased  receipts  lowered  corn 
prices.  The  oats  market  followed  changes  in  the  corn  market, 
but  barley  and  flax  prices  remained  steady. 

The  hay  market  was  dull.  The  demand  was  slack  on  account 
of  continued  open  weather  which  especially  restricted  the 
demand  for  ordinary  and  low-grade  hay.  Timothy  was  dull 
to  draggy  in  most  markets.  Alfalfa  was  quiet  with  lighter 
offerings  and  sharply  decreased  demand.  Prairie  was  (inn  with 
the  stockyards  taking  good-quality  hay. 

Feed  prices  held  firm  despite  light  demand  from  interior. 
Mill  offerings  of  wheal   and  corn  iced-  were  lighl    but   ample  for

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Quiet  Trade  in  Fresh  Meats 

Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Chicago 

The  wholesale  fresh  meat  trade  was  generally  quiet  during 
the  week  ended  November  21.  Cooler  weather,  which  would 
ordinarily  stimulate  the  demand,  was  offset  to  a  considerable 
extent  by  the  conservative  purchases  of  retailers,  on  account  of 
the  impending  Thanksgiving  holiday  and  consequent  large 
demand  for  poultry.  Price  changes  were  irregular,  Chicago 
closing  in  lino  with  the  preceding  Friday  on  all  classes  except 
fresh  pork,  which  showed  uneven  declines  ranging  frpni  50c- 
$3.  At  eastern  market  centers  much  irregularity  existed, 
although  price  chanties  were  relatively  slight.  Receipts  of 
beef,  veal,  and  lamb  were  liberal;  of  pork,  moderate  to  fairly 
liberal,  and  of  mutton,  light.  Principal  imports  of  meals  and 
moat  products  at  New  York  included  114  quarters  of  beef, 
5,947  pounds  of  smoked  pork,  7,240  pounds  fresh  tenderloins, 
and  530  pounds  of  veal  livers  from  Canada;  3,180  pounds  of 
i!  and  600  pounds  of  smoked  ham  from  Ireland. 
Beef. — Choice  steer  beef  was  unusually  scarce,  some  sales  of 
yearling  carcasses  of  this  grade  being  made  up  to  $21  at  New 
Fork  and  Philadelphia.  On  the  other  hand  in  some  instances 
heavy  weight  carcasses  of  similar  quality  sold  fully  S3  under 
the  top  paid  for  lightweights.  The  market  was  flooded  with 
common  and  medium  grade  steer  beef,  although  black  cutters 
wore  less  numerous  than  in  recent  previous  weeks.  Cow  beef 
was  plentiful,  with  a  fair  proportion  of  rough,  fairly  fat  kinds, 
except  at  Boston  and  Chicago,  where  the  liberal  supplies  were 
confined  largely  to  light  weights  of  medium  and  lower  grades. 
At  New  York,  most  genuine  heifers  showed  more  quality  and 
better  color  than  the  bulk  of  the  steers  and  sold  at  a  range  of 
S16--S20.  The  market  supply  of  bulls  was  extremely  light, 
prices  being  about  steady  at  eastern  markets  and  steady  to 
firm  at  Chicago.  Kosher  beef  prices  gained  50^— S2  at  New 
York,  but  were  mostly  steady  to  firmer  elsewhere. 

Veal. — The  liberal  veal  supply  included  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  sides  and  heavy  grass  calves.  Heavy  sides  at 
eastern  markets  sold  at  a  range  of  $7-$ll,  while  S7-S9  took  the 
bulk  at  Chicago  with  some  forced  sales  SI  lower.  Selected 
choice  vealers  reached  $21  on  Monday  at  New  York,  although 
outside  of  a  few  sales  the  practical  top  was  around  $18. 

Lamb. — Light  and  medium  weight  lambs  sold  fairly  readily 
at  steady  to  firm  prices,  although  early  advances  were  not 
maintained  in  all xases,  due  to  liberal  offerings.  Most  market 
were  over  supplied  with  lamb  carcasses  weighing  from 
45-00  pounds,  which,  while  of  quality  and  finish  equal  to 
lighter  weights,  were  discriminated  against  on  account  of  weight, 
and  sold  at  discounts  ranging  from  $3-$5  per  iOO  lbs. 

Mutton. — Receipts  of  mutton  at  eastern  markets  were  very 
light  and  prices  held  general!  steady  to  firm.     A  I 
wethers    of    choice    g]  ,  >■     brought    S17-S1S    at    New     York, 
and  lightweight,  well  i  res  as  high  as  $16.     At  Chicago, 

while  supplies  wore  limited,  the  bulk  showed  considerable 
weight,  and  found  a  narrow  outlet.  Lighter  weight  carca 
were  in  good  demand  at  steady  to  strong  price- 
Port. — The  fresh  pork  market  at  Now  York  was  at  variance 
with  conditions  at  other  markets,  weather  conditions  proving 
favorable  for  a  free  movement  int  i  retail  channels  which  gave 
the  market  a  sol  '-up  appearance  most  of  the  time,  price  advances 
ranging  from  oOc   $2.

Butter  Markets  Sharply  Higher 

The  outstanding  feature  of  butter  markets  during  the  week 
\n\  i  mber  17—22  was  the  scarcity  of  fine  grades  of  fresh  butter. 
week  opened  with  an  advance  of  34  to  1  cent  on  ail  markets. 
Stock-;  of  butter  on  dealers'  floors  were  very  light  due  to  the 
lighter  receipts  and  good  demand  the  previous  week,  and 
buyers  found  themselves  facing  a  rapid  advance  in  prices  with 
their  supplies  at  a  minimum.  Accordingly,  a  campaign  of 
m  live  purchases  began,  and  some  operators  saw  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  quick  turn,  which  resulted  in  speculative  buying. 
Jofohesa  and  chain  stores  furnished  a  fairly  large  and  constant 
demand.  By  Wednesday  prices  had  advanced  3J^  at  Chicago, 
_'<•  at  Boston  and  If  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

arp  advances  and  the  shortage  of  fresh  butter 
caused  some  of  the  trade  to  turn  to  storage.  Movement  of 
storage  butter  at  New  York  centered  on  the  92-93  scores,  and 
while  some  trade  was  reported  on  this  class  of  goods  at  Chicago 
and  Boston,  the  bulk  of  the  storage  butter  moved  on  those 
markets  was  centralized  cars.  Changing  of  the  trade  to  storage 
butter  is  expected  to  relieve  the  demand  somewhat  for  fresh, 
isers  very  seldom  switch  back  to  fresh  butter  after  they 
have  started  on  storage. 

The  active  interest  in  storage  butter  was  shown  by  The  daily 
withdrawals  at  the  four  markets,  which  throughout  the  week 
were  very  heavy.  This  heavy  movement  had  a  decid< 
bullish  effect  on  the  markets  as  operators  began  to  see  possi- 
bilities of  reducing  the  excess  now  in  storage  to  a  point  some- 
where on  a  par  with  previous  years.  It  was  generally  conceded, 
however,  that  in  order  to  do  this  production  would  have  to  be 
considerably  lower  than  last  year  and  consumption  be  sharply 
increa-'  d. 

Production    reports    available    indicated    that    the    make    of 
butter  was  still  declining.     The  report  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion  of   Creamery   Butter  Manufacturer-   for  the  week  ending 
November   15  showed  a  decrease  of  8.295    Horn  the  previous 
week  and  5.6%  decrease  from  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
Opinions  expressed  by  the  trade  arc  not  unanimous  as  to  the 
fm ure   trend  of  production.     Some  think   that   the  make  will 
tinue    to    decline    throughout    the    coming    month,    basing 
their  ideas  on  the  comparativelj    high  price  of  grain 
price   of    butterfat.     Other-  predid   an    increase  m  the  make 
soon  as  colder  weather  forces  the  fanner  to  bouse  his  cows. 
Foreign    markets    ruled    about    steady    with    trading    slow, 
on  the  London  market  were  reported  ample 
.rrivals  from   New    Zealand,    Argentina,    and    Australia 
ger  than  last  year. 

Lgen    quotation    issued    during    the    week    was 
'   kroner  per  220  pounds,  or  about  45c  at  the  current   rate 
of  exchange. 


While  trade  at  distributing  markets  was  not  generally  active, 
the  situation  was  steady  to  firm  on  fresh  cheese  and  somewhat 
Firmer  on  cured  stock.  Confidence  among  dealers  was  evident 
and  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  many  buyers  had  not  yet 
decided  that  the  market  was  as  firm  as  dealers'  asking  prices 
indicated,  trade  would  have  been  quite  active.  Still,  a  fail- 
volume  of  business  was  transacted,  with  dealers  in  some  quar- 
ters holding  for  higher  figures  than  those  obtainable,  thus 
expressing  their  confidence  in  the  market  position.  While 
storage  stocks  were  heavy  the  general  opinion  was  that  sup- 
plies of  the  finer  qualities  were  not  abundant,  particularly 
of  Xew  York  State  cheese.

Feed  Markets  Continue  Firm 

IstufiFe  were  in  good  request  and  maintained  a  strong 
position  iii  western  and  Pacific  Coast  markets.  In  the  eastern 
markets  business  was  disappointing  to  traders.  With  the 
change  in  weather  conditions  during  the  early  part  of  the 
week  to  fairly  cold  weather  dealers  expected  an  improvement 
in  tin-  demand  from  the  interior.  The  improvement  did  not 
materialize,   howet  I  of  the  week  jobbers 

report  id  the  demand  as  still  dull. 

tings  for  shipment  were  extremely  light,  smaller  than  at 
any  time  thus  far  this  season,  which  created  a  tightening  in 
the  demand  situation.  There  was  no  great  amount  of  feed  in 
transit  in  eastern  sections  as  I  W  -t  has  been  slow  in  making 
inent,  yet  there  was  more  than  enough  to  supply  the  slow 
demand. 

Production  of  the  principal  feedstuffs  was  good.  Mixers 
were  fairly  active  buyers  especially  of  bran,  some  absorbing 
large  lots  for  nearby  and  December  shipment.  Exporters 
bought  linseed  cake  heavily  and  with  a  good  demand  for  corn 
and  wheatfeeds  from  the  Southeast  and  other  Cotton  Belt  terri- 
tory prices  held  quite  firm. 

The  co  ■■< •;.-  is  of  opinion  among  the  trade  appeared  to  be 
that  the  demand  for  feeding  stuffs  during  the  next  30  days  is 
largely  dependent  on  the  action  of  the  grain  markets.  If 
grains  continue  their  upward  trend  it  was  thought  probable 
that  there  would  be  sufficient  buying  of  feedstuffs  for  winter 
tioi  i  maintain  or  advance  present  prices.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  corn  and  oat-  would  turn  weak  and  decline, 
the  demand  for  feeding  stuffs  would  he  dull  and  prices  probably 
would  work  lower. 

Wi  eal  mill  feeds. — The  demand  for  wheat  mill  feeds  which  was 
fairly  aggressive  a  week  ago  showed  a  marked  falling  off  during 
the  week  and  toward  the  close  the  consuming  trade  again 
played  an  indifference  to  offerings.  A  little  business  was  w  orked 
for  December  January  shipment  at  50c  si  over  spot  prii 
While  the  output  of  mill-  was  too  light  to  exert  much  pressure 
t.  yet  it  was  felt  that  larger  offerings  would  have 
had  a  weakening  effeel  as  the  demand  was  quite  narrow  and 
principally  from  the  mixing  trade.  A  noteworthy  feature  in 
the  situation  was  the-  wide  difference  in  price  between  Minne- 
apolis and  northwestern  country  mill  bran.  This  was  said  to 
i  the  fact  that  one  of  the  larger  mills  was  in  the  market 
i'  citj  bran  and  at  the  same  time  outside  markets  were  dis- 
iuterested  in  country  offerings.
